Tw? alarms were turned in, but the 
flames were controlled by the working 
foree of the institution before the depart- 
ment arrived. At 6:4 o'clock Eneineer Ben 
Wagner entered the basement of the wom- 
en's building, which is used as a drying 
room of the laundry, and is detached. He 
found a quantity of clothing on fire and 
the flames had already eaten their way 
Along the rafters supporting the floor of 
the sleeping rooms above 

He summoned Superintendent FE. G. Rem- 
mers and Assistant Engineer Thomas Cal- 
Jahan. The fire apparatus of the institution 
Was manned and an alarm wes turned in 
from the box in the main building. On the 
arrival of the department Foreman Adams 
of No. 3% engine campany sounded 
alarm. 

The flames made their 
ceiling and the entire building was 
with smoke. 

Women on the first floor escaned by way 
of the staircase. ‘ond floor Is used 
as a hospital. Superintendent Remmers, 
assisted by Wagner and Callahan 
of the male tnmates, carried 5 of the help- 
less women down the stairs and 
yard to the main building. where a 
hospital ward was improvised 

Callahan's face was badly 
one of the women. No 
jured. The fire was confined to the bave- 
ment and the first floor Superintendent 
Remmers estimates that the loss was be- 
tween $80 and $19. 

A few hours after the fire Mealth Com- 
missioner Starkioff received a letter from 
Superintendent Remmers stating tons in his 
opinion the water supply at the stitution 
Wae inadequate, as was proved by the fact 
that the cistern from which water was 
umped to extinguish the flames was ex- 
austed within three-quarters of an hour 
after the fire was discovered. 

Mr. Remmers .also urged the :ecessity 
of yutting fire aacane®s on the west cide of 
the woman's bullding. He stated that. ex- 
cept that the fire occurred itn day time, 
there would have been a horrible catas- 
trophe.

PHILADBPLPHIA, June 19.—This twelfth 
fHational convention of the Republican 
party has had but one situation—practical- 
ly but one feature—and that has been sub- 
jected to a dozen changes. Who is to be 
the “hind legs’ of the Republican ele 
phant? The Mahout and the ‘“Forelegs” 
have been eelected, but the anima! is not 


complete. 

‘To this question Senator Mark Hanna, all 
the admin. stration henchmen and the per- 
sonal following of the Ohio boss, answer 
promptly, “John D. Long of Massachu- 
setts.”’ ith equal promptness and just 
as positive the element opposed to Hanna 
in this contest, say that the vice-presi- 
dential nominee will be Gov. Theodore 
Roosevelt of New York. 

It's to be either Long or Roosevelt, all 
other booms have perished and withered 
untimely before the glare of the imperious 
Hanna. The Ohlo manager of the second 
term syndicate has ruthlessly nipped the 
aspirations of Senator Charies W. Fair- 
banks of Ind'ana. smothered the boom of 
Timothy L. Woodruff of New York, re- 
luctantiy retired Cornelius N. Bliss, the 
real candidate of the trust oligarchy; side- 
tracked the eloquent Jonathan P. Dolliver 
of lowa and esniffed contemptuousiy at the 
mention of Irving Scott, who built the 
mighty Oregon.

MESSAGE FROM “FOWLER. 


Steamer Sent to Rescue Missionaries, 


Another to Find Conger. 

WASHINGTON, June ®.—A cablegram 
was received at the state department this 
morning from United States Consul Fowler 
at Chee Foo. The consul says that no com- 
munication has been had with Pekin for 
six days past: that the mission at San 
Chow has beer looted but that the Chinese 
general carried the missionaries off in 
safety to an unknown place. 

The Chinese ships in the harbor have 
left for the south. The Russians continue 
to land troops at Taku. 

The consul’s message was principally in 
relation to the restoration of communica- 
tion between Chee Foo and-Taku. Its con- 
tents as described at the ‘state department 
were as follows: 

‘“‘onsul Fowler says that he has trans- 
mitted by the Phoenix (possibly a char- 
tered vessel), all the communications that 
have accumulated there for Minister Con- 
ger and Admtral Kempff, there being no 
communicatlo n northward except naval. 

Ye has also chartered a small steamer 
leaving Chee Foo today at noon for Yang 
Chikan for the rescue of American and 
British missionaries. 


CHINESE ADMIRAL CORNERED. 


Was Present During Bombardment 
With His Fires Banked. 
LONDON, June 2).—The British admiral- 
vy has received a cablegram from Rear Ad- 
miral Bruce dated Taku, June 18, via Che 
Foo, June 2.

WHAT IS THE REMEDY ? 


Tuesday's Post-Dispatch published a complete summary of 
the cost of the “nothing to arbitrate” policy of the St. Louis 
Transit Company in dealing with its employes. Thirteen lives 
have been sacrificed and 168 persons injured. The actual 
money loss, according to careful estimates, amounts to $2,000, - 
000. This sum merely covers retail trade. Apart from actual 
money losses the people have been subjected to great hard- 
ahips. 

The Post-Dispatch has pointed out the cause of this calam- 
ity. Upon a foundation of corrupt legislation has been built a 
gigantic street railway trust to operate and exploit the street 
railway franchises of the city. Capitalized for three times its 
actual value, the monopoly holds St. Louls at its mercy. 
When a dispute with its employes arose the company, in 
defiant disregard of public interests, refused to submit 
the differences to a fair court of arbitration. It stood on 
the arrogant assertion that there was “nothing to arbitrate,’’ 
and paralyzed the business of the whole city. 

Now. it behooves citizens to seek earnestly and intelligently 
a remedy for the situation, which will relieve St. Louis of the 
menace of a Gefiant monopoly operating its street railway 
franchises. ‘he interests of St. Louis must be protected in 
future from the possibility of paralysis. 

The street railway facilities must be brought under such 
control that the interests of the people may be given effective’ 


protection.

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MUNICIPAL INSURANCE 

The city of London is becoming as progressive as Man- 
chester or Glasgow. 

A conference cf delegates ts held this week representing 
tlie vestries and local governments for the purpose of con- 
fidering a “municipal insurance fund,” which shall liberate 
the city from the grasp of the private companies. 

The municinal properties are insured for $45,000,000, the 
annual premiums being $60,000. The losses paid in the last 
five years have amounted to less than $40,000; while the pre- 
mijumese foot up $500,000. 

“The insurance companies acknowledge that municipal prop-

erty is desirable risk, but contend that rates “are already 


at bedrock.” Then ignoring the figures they find refuge in 
denunciation. “The proposed mutual scheme of the vestries 
is another phase of that municipalization that seems to be 
running riot in London.” 

The sentiment in favor of municipalization* is certainly 
growing not only in London, but everywhere else. The argu- 
ments against it seem to be whittled down to ridicule and 
abuse.

Fired the Shots. 


MAN IN WAGON SAID “BAH!” 


HE ESCAPED, BUT ANOTHER PAS.- 
SENGER WAS HIT.

Men With Badges Jumped From a 
Passing Street Car and Ran a 
Block on Broadway, Firing 


TWo persons, a man and a youne woman, 
were shot by men wearing deputy-sheriffs’ 
badges on South Broadway Tuesday night 
at 8:30 o'clock. The occasion of the shooting 
was the jeering ejaculation, ‘““‘Bah!"’ by a 
man who was not shot. 

Miss Winnie Alter. 1s-year-old 
of Mr. and Mrs. Francis J. Alter of 1319 
Grattan street, received a bullet in the calf 
of her left leg. Up to 9 o'clock Wednesday 
morning the ball had not been extracted, 
the doctors being unable to find it. 

Pete Bonifer, saloon keeper at the north- 
east corner of Sixth and Walnut streets, 
Was shot in the left ankle, an eyelet from 


his shoe being driven through his foot. He 
is badly lamed. 

Another man who was injured incidental 
to the shooting was W ’ Levering of 52 
Walnut street, who fell out of a wagon, 
badly bruising his left arm and left side, 
Jacerating the palm of his right hand and 
the back of his left hand. 

Mr. Levering gave the Post-Dispatch the 
following account of the affair: 

“Last night Mr. Bonifer wanted to go 
Gown to South St. Louls to visit his motn- 
er. A man driving a passenger wagon, 
with one horse, came along, and Mr. Boni- 
fer and I got in, as 1 concluded to go along 
with him. We were the only passengers. 
When we reached about the middle of tr 
old French Market, below Chouteau ayve- 
nue, on Broadway, 1 heard somebody whom 
1 suppose was our driver say ‘Bah!’ and 
then I noticed that a car was passing north.

fell out of the wagon backward. As I 
Was trying to get up a siim deputy poked 
the muzzie of his revolver in my ieft eye,

firing at the wagon. He hit Mr. 
Bonifer in the ankle. Honifer, I under- 
stand, had his wound dressed by a doctor 
in the neighborhood and was then taken 
home. 

“After the shooting was over the depu- 
tiles put me aboard the car, which had 
backed down to La Salle street, where | 
and | rode with them up to Wal- 
nut and got out and came home. Two other 
deputies boarded the car at the north end 
of the old market. 

“There were two young ladies, dressed 
in white, on the car with the two deputies 
who did the shooting. I suppose the depu- 
ties wanted to show the girls what they 
could do. Both deputies were young men, 
smooth-shaven, and wore blue shirts, cam- 
paign hats and had red handkerchiefs 
around their necks. They had no coais. 
The elim man did not wear leggings. §! 
could identify both men if I had a chance." 

According to several witnesses, the two 
deputies who jumped off the car ran south 
nearly a block, shooting as they ran, and 
the larger man did most of the firing. 

Miss Alter was shot while standing in the 
doorway of Pufele's dry goods store, at 
1131 South Broadway. She was carried in- 
Bide the store and Dr. J. H. Hartmann of 
i228 South Broadway tried to find the bul- 
let, but Was unsuccessful. The girl was 
then taken home in an ambulance. 

Willlam Overton, who runs a news stand 
and bootblacking parlor at 13 South Broad- 
way, where the firing began, witnessed 
the affair. He said: 

“The men were deputies. 
their star badges. They 
There was no crowd on 
after the shooting. One was a heavy-set 
man With leggings. The other was slim 
and wore no leggings. Both were young 
and smooth-faced. They carried no 
guns, but both fired their pistols. 
ran down in the middie of the 
shooting. I saw aman fa!l! out of the wag- 
on at the corner and supposed he was shot, 
The big deputy Rept on down Broadway, 
firing his weapon.”’ 

Robert Smith, a barber at 1017 South 
Rroadway, heard the firing and ran out in 
front. His description of the twa men tal- 
lies exactiy with those given by 
and Overton. 

“After the shooting, 
equad of deputy sheriffs 
north and patrolled the street for two or 
ahree blocks. They were here for an hour 
or so. They were in command of a man 
they called captain, a tall, thin fellow, with 
a little sandy mustache. They were dressed 
like soldiers.”’ 

The point where Miss Alter was shot is 
about 20 feet south of the place where 
Levering fell out of the wagon. 

Col. Cavender stated that the nearest 
company of deputies is that 06€ Capt. Freu- 
denau. at Broadway and Wyoming stree! 
more than a mile south of La Salle street 
He said that he had no official report of 
the shooting and could not see what any 
deputies were doing in that neighborhood 
at the time. 

Mrs. Alter, mother of the wounded girl, 
Says that she has the police investigating 
the matter, and proposes to take action if 
the men who eshot her daughter can be 
identified.
